Ft. Rucker Issues Restrictions 


Motorcyclists traveling on Fort 
Rucker are now required to dress in 
full protective gear. 

Army Regulation, 385-55,Preven- 
tion of Motor Vehicle Accidents, was 
recently published and outlines sig- 
nificant changes for operating a 
motorcycle on a military installation. 

The new regulation states that to 
Operate a motorcycle or moped on an 
Army installation, the driver must be 
currently licensed by civil authori- 
ties; complete an Army approved 
motorcycle safety course; have head- 
lights on at all times, both day and 
night; and wear a properly fastened, 
approved helmet. 

Motorcyclists must also wear 
proper eye protection (either clear 
goggles or a face shield attached to 
the helmet), full-fingered gloves, 
long trousers, long-sleeved shirt or 
jacket,  high-visibility garments 
(bright color for day and retro-reflec- 
tive for night) and leather boots or

over-the-ankle shoes. 

These rules apply whenever sol- 
diers are riding, both on and off post 
during duty hours, as well as during 
off duty hours. Civilians must wear 
the helmet while driving or riding as 
@ passenger on post or while on 
government business off the install- 
ation. The motorcycle must have two 
rearview mirrors if registered or 
operated on the installation. Riders 
may never use headphones or ear- 
phones while driving on a military 
installation. 

The regulation also applies to 
civilians who work on post, Depart- 
ment of the Army civilians, non- 
appropriated fund employees and 
contractor employees. 

**The Army has done a lot in the 
past to decrease the number of 
motorcycle accidents. Specifically, 
each installation is required to offer a 
motorcycle safety course which all 
affilliated motorcyclists must pass 
before driving on post,’’ said Maj. 
Paul Goldsmith, operation officer 
with the Military Police Activity. 

According to Bobby Parrish, 
occupational safety and _ health 
specialist at the Fort Rucker Safety 
Office, the full gear concept has 
always been endorsed with the 
motorcycle safety program here. 
‘‘Wearing the extra equipment is 
just good common sense and judg- 
ment, because they are for your own 
good, Now it’s not optional; it’s in 
the regulation.’’ 

Ticketing for violations of this 
new regulation will not begin until a 
full-hearted educational campaign 
has been completed,’’ Goldsmith 
added. 

**We’re not looking at this regu- 
lation as an opportunity to run out 
and issue a lot of tickets. There will 
be an extended grace period. The 
intent of the new regulation is not to 
hassle or inconvenience motor- 
cyclists, but to ensure their safety in 
the event of an accident,’’ said 
Goldsmith. 

Before tickets will be issued, a 
campaign ‘‘to get the word out”’ will 
be conducted. The Military Police 
Activity will be periodically stopping 
people who are in violation of the 
regulation to tell or explain it to 
them. 

‘The Military Police Activity is 
certainly going to do its part in 
enforcing this regulation, but not 
until we have done everything we 
can to get the word out,’’ Goldsmith 
said.

Dear Editor, 

It came to my attention recently 
that we have a grevious problem 
growing in our hospital. A patient 
was admitted on Sunday evening 
after developing a severe bleeding 
problem at home. She continued to 
bleed rather profusely and required 
transfusion of blood in the hospital to 
stabilize her condition. 

It became apparent that she was 
going to require surgery to stop the 
bleeding problem and arrangements 
were made to transfer this patient to 
the Medical Center in Dothan to the 
care of a specialist. It was obvious 
that the patient should be 
transported by ambulance due to the 
nature of the problem, 

The nursing staff in the hospital 
was instructed to contact Dave's 
Ambulance Service in Troy due to 
the fact that our rescue squad has 
told us they will transport no more 
patients from our facility to other 
hospitals and the apparent unavail- 
ability of Mr. Clayton Campbell’s 
Ambulance Service. 

I was called sometime later by 
the charge nurse in the hospital and 
told that the ambulance service could 
not transport this lady due to the fact 
that she could not pay the ambulance 
fee and apparently the refusal of Mr. 
Grummer, the hospital adminis- 
trator, to back the bill. The 


ambulance service apparently left 
and returned to Troy and the patient 
was then faced with having to go to 
Dothan by private automobile. 

All of this brings to point a very 
critical question. There are 
obviously a variety of problems that 
cannot be adequately cared for in 
Elba due to the limitations of 
physician availability and the 
confines of this facility; therefore 
patients must be transferred to 


Outlying areas on occasion to receive 


definitive care. 

At the present time we have very 
little in the way of a viable capability 
for transporting these patients. Even 
more bothersome is the attitude of 
the administration of the hospital. 

While it is entirely likely that this 
patient was not in imminent danger 
of losing her life, I wonder what will 
happen if we are faced with a patient 
who is in such danger and ‘needs 
transportation to another facility. 

Obviously alternatives to this 
Situation must be sought and it 
appears quite likely that Dr. Dyess 
and I will have to solve this problem 
ourselves without any assistance 
from the hospital administration. 

We would like to assure the 
community that adequate arrange- 
ments will be made in a timely 
fashion. I am very sorry that this 
situation has occurred.

Editor’s Note: 

The Elba hospital is apparently 
no different than many other small 
town hospitals. . . . problems. We 
have checked many of the state- 
ments in this letter and find some 
agreement and some disagreement. 

The incident did happen; 
however, we find some differing 
opinions surrounding the matter. 

A representative of Campbell’s 
Ambulance Service called to assure 
us he was available and standing by, 
but we find no answer to just why he 
wasn’t called. We can find no 
definite answer as to just who should 
be responsible for paying an 
ambulance . . . the hospital, the 
doctor who ordered the transfer, the 
receiving hospital or the patient. We 
get mixed answers. 

Hospital administrator Paul 
Grummer said this wasn’t handled 
properly and he has taken steps’ to 
insure the same doesn’t happen 
again. He also noted that he is 
committed to working with the local 
doctors to solve the medical 
community problems being faced 
today. 

Grummer said his staff is 
working overtime to insure area 
people get the proper medical 
treatment and hopefully in the near | 
future the need to transfer fewer 
patients from this hospital will be a 
reality.

Adult Basic Education Demonstration 


Project Refunded For Coming Year 


Dr. Shirley H. Woodie, Dean of 
Developmeiit at Enterprise State 
Junior College, announges that the 
college’s Adult Basic Education 
Demonstration Project (310) has 
been re-funded for the coming year. 
This project supplements the col- 
lege’s Adult Basic Education (ABE) 
Program. 

“The Demonstration Project 
funds are awarded to the institutions 
to develop an inovative project that 
can be replicated in other places,’ 
explains Dr. Mary Bauer, Director of 
Community Services at ESJC. 

The Adult Basic Education Pro- 
gram at Enterprise State provides 
the opportunity for area adults to 
learn and/or improve their reading, 
math and language skills. ‘‘The 
program also prepares them for the 
GED test and volunteers work with 
the students on their lessons and to 
help determine when they are ready 
for the GED test,’’ Dr. Bauer adds. 

Last year the 310 Project funds 
were used to develop a program of 
special institutional and support 
services for adults enrolled in the 
ABE program. The recently awarded 
grant monies will be used to expand 
last year’s program to the college’s 
Fort Rucker campus. 

“One of the support services a 
available to ABE students is a 
reading program with individual 
instruction provided by volunteers,”’ 
says Dr. Bauer. ‘‘The grant will be 
used to purchase adult teaching 
materials and to train volunteers who 


work with non-readers. Donna 
Gilstrap is the volunteer coordinator 
who matches students with tutors 
and monitors their progress.’’ 

Another important role of the 
support project is to be an encour- 
ager for the participants in the 
program. ‘‘Telephone calls are made 
when students are absent to let them 
know they are missed,’’ explains Dr. 
Bauer, ‘‘ and the staff is available to 
assist students with arranging trans- 
portation to the classes or exploring 
child care options.’’ 

‘We work closely with commun- 
ity agencies,’’ Dr. Bauer adds.

QUESTION: 


What Is The Mark 
Of The Beast? 


One of the most noticed and least understood portions of the book of 
Revelation is the identification of the mark of the beast in Revelation 
13, The beast, identified with the antichrist, and his special mark, 
have been the subject of much fanciful speculation. 
Protestant Reformation, the Roman Catholic Church identified the 
mark of the beast with the German reformer Martin Luther. Luther 
identified with mark with the pope, and the Roman Catholic Church. 
The mark of the beast and the antichrist have been identified with 
Napoleon, Hitler, Henry Kissinger, Richard Nixon, and even Ronald 
Reagan. The mark has been identified as the social security number, 
or the universal product code on the labels af manufactured products, 
All of these speculative ideas overlook the very important fact that the 
book of Revelation was written primarily to comfort and strengthen 
first century Christians undergoing persecution, 

Revelation begins, ‘‘The Revelation of Jesus Christ, which God 
gave unto him, to shew unto his servants things which must shortly 
It was a message of comfort to Christians struggling 
against persecution by the Roman empire. Revelation 13:16-17 says 
that the beast ‘‘causeth all, both small and great, rich and poor, free 
and bond, to receive a mark in their right hand, or in their foreheads: 
and that no man might buy or sell, save he that had the mark, or the 
name of the beast, or the number of his name.’’ The mark, on the right 
hand, or forehead, was symbolic of giving the hand and heart to the 
beast. During the first century, the Roman empire attempted to unite 
its people religiously by requiring all men to worship the emperor. This 
requirement for worshipping the emperor was enforced by closing the 
markets of the Roman empire to those who had no certification that 
they had worshipped the emperor. 

Revelation 13:18 continues, ‘‘Here is wisdom. Let him that hath 
understanding count the number of the beast: for it is the number of a 
man; and his number is six hundred threescore and six,."’ John thus 
Says that the number of the beast is the number of a man, and that 
number is 666, In the Bible, seven is a number symbolic of perfection. 
Six, falling short of the perfect seven, is a number of imperfection, 
Many early languages, such as Greek and Hebrew, did not use the 
Arabic numbers we are familiar with, but instead used letters for 
numbers, such as in Roman numerals. Thus 666 can be considered the 
‘sum of the value of the letters of a man’s name. The most logical, and 
most likely, person who can be easily identified by 666, is Nero Caesar. 
He was the first Roman emperor to persecute Christians, and demand 
emperor worship. The name Nero Caesar, in Hebrew, totals exactly

NURSING HOME SPOTLIGHT 


With Shirley Wise 


Today is September 10 and we're 
visiting Mrs. Mollie Williams Allen, 
who is our ‘‘Very Special Person’”’ 
this week, and who just recently 


celebrated her 90th birthday - on: 


Sept. 1, to be exact. So, we'd like to 
wish you a belated but sincere 
**Happy Birthday, Miss Mollie!’’ 

We will meet Miss Mollie 
through the eyes of love of her 
daughter, Jewell Turner, and I really 
mean that when I say it, for one can 
sense the love she has for her 
mother, after only a few minutes of 
conversation with her, and the 
special relationship they have and 
enjoy. 

Being 90 makes Miss Mollie to 
have been born in the year 1897, in 
the community of Tennel, located in 
Pike County. She was one of five 
children born to Mr. and Mrs. John 
Williams. Mrs. Williams was the 
former Miss Ida Wilson, and Mr. 
Williams was a farmer. 

The brothers and sisters of Miss 
Mollie are: 

Rube, deceased, who was 
married to the former Carrie Bell 
Flowers, also deceased. They were 
residents of Troy until their deaths. 


Jennie, deceased, who was 
married to Jimmy Lee Brazel, also 
deceased. They were living in 
Brundidge at the time of their 
deaths. 

Viola, deceased, who was 


married to Will Lewis, also 
deceased. They were residing in 
Loxley at the time of their deaths. 

Arthur, who, with his wife the 
former Ruby Wilson, lives in 
Dothan. They live in a place called 
*‘Gram’s Home,”’ which is not really 
a nursing home, but does house 
older, less feeble people. Sure wish 
we had one in Elba! 

In July of 1922, Miss Mollie wed 
David Allen, a native of New Hope, 
and the son of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Allen. He was born Dec. 10, 1905. 

Mrs. Allen was the former Veda 
English and Mr. John was a farmer 
and owned a grist mill called Allen’s 
Grist Mill, located on a Tennel route. 

The brothers and sisters of Mr. 
David, all of whom are deceased, 
with the exception of one sister, are: 
Headon Ward, a resident of New 
Hope, and who was married to the 
late Claudie Ward. The remaining 
deceased brothers and sisters are: 

Jim, who was married to the late 
Annie Cotton. They lived in Ariton. 

Louico, who was married to the 
late Jennie Hughes, and they 
resided in Ozark. 

, who was married to the 
former Ola Mae Stone, who still lives 
in New Hope. 

Alva Lee, who was married to the 
late Buddy Hughes. They made their 
home in New Hope. Again I'd like to 
point out that it’s interesting to me 
when siblings marry siblings - in this 
case, Mr. Louico and Miss Alva Lee 
married the Hughes siblings. 

Arliss, who was married to the 
late Mary Lee Bell and they lived in 
the community of New Hope. 

Mr. David, at various times in his 
short life - he was only 28 when he 
passed away Jan. 3, 1933, a victim of 
diabetes - held a variety of jobs, 
among them farming; he sold fur- 
niture for Mr. Calvin Whit, traveling 
to Florida and Georgia; and ran the 


grist mill at Roeton, which was called 
Prestwood’s Mill. 

To Mr. David and Miss Mollie 
were born two children - Lee Gene 
and Jewel. 

Lee Gene lives near Haw Hill 
Church on Highway 125, with his 
wife, the former Margaret Parrish, a 
native of New Brockton. He works at 
Ft.

Billy, who is married to the 
former Fran Lowery, a Jack native, 
and they make their home in Phenix 
City where Billy is a supervisor with 
Colonial Bread and Fran works in the 
Office of the Opelika Mfg. Co. 
located in Phenix City. They are the 
parents of two sons. 

Judy is married to Roy Corbitt, a 
North Carolina native. She is 
employed with the Brundidge shirt 
company and resides on Rt. 1, Elba, 
next door to Miss Jewel, and Roy 
lives in Dallas, Tex., where they own 
a business, They do not have any 
children. 

Miss Jewell laughed and said 
that Judy turned 38 recently and that 
she was the same age when she 
Started working at the Brundidge 
shirt factory, although Judy started 
in November of last year when she 
was 37. 

The baby of the family is Sammy, 
who is married to the former Sharon 
Greenwood, a native of Elba. They 
too live on Rt. 1, Elba, next door to 
Miss Jewell. (Lucky you, Miss 
Jewell, having a child on either side 
of you! When two of mine want to 
aggrevate me, they’ll say they’re 
going to live in New York City and 
Hollywood, and it nearly kills me. 
But one (Jetey) always says Elba is 
his home! You are blessed!) 

Sammy is the second-shift

The seven grandchildren and 
nine great-grandchildren lovingly 
call Miss Mollie ‘‘Mama Mollie’”’ or 
just simply ‘‘Mama.”’ 

Miss Mollie is a member of St. 
John’s Baptist Church near 
Brundidge. 

She loves the nursing home, Miss 
Jewelltold us. Isn’t that wonderful? 
She said since she had retired she 
has asked her mother to come and 
live with her, or toeven visit her, and 
Miss Mollie quickly tells her, ‘‘No, 
leave me alone! I’m happy here.’’ 
She was admitted in December of 
1985, and her roomie is Mrs. Ammie 
Allen, a lovely lady from New 
Brockton whom we've _ visited 
previously in these pages. 

In fact, Miss Jewel said that 
when she told Miss Mollie that she 
was going to have to place her in the 
nursing home because of her failing 
health (Miss Jewell had daily help 
with her, but no night help and at 
that time she was still working), -- in 
the words of Miss Jewell, ‘*... I was 
crying because I didn’t want to doit, 
and when I told her she looked at me 
and said, ‘Well, Baby, that’s where I 


need to be!’ She understands and 
has never complained about a 
thing.’’ 


Continuing, she said, ‘‘Mama 
had never had her hair cut and it got 
in such a mess till they cut it for her, 
and she looks so much younger.’’ 

A cheer for the beauticians who 
go up there and give of their time 
and talents! 

We asked Miss Jewell to describe 
her mom to someone who didn’t 
know her, and she said the following 
beautiful things: 

‘‘Mama has raised two sets of 
children - hers and mine. Since I’ve 
worked all my life, and when I 
worked in Columbus, Ga., in the 
mills 15 years - she lived with us then 
and kept my children. 

I’ve never heard my mother say a 
curse word in her life, and I’ve never 
seen her lose her patience (a lot of us 
could wish these two things for 
ourselves, and I personally am 
working on them with the Good 
Lord’s help. I often repeat to myself, 
‘Patience is a virtue.’)’’ 

**My mama is a good Christian 
person who really believes in God.

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Every day when I visit her, she’ll 
say, ‘I’m getting so old - why doesn’t 
the Lord call me home?’ and I tell her 
the Lord isn’t ready for her yet. 
She’s in fairly good health, and she 
acts like she feels good most of the 
time.’’ 

Before I forget I want to mention 
the jobs Miss Mollie has had and 
relate how very hard she has worked 
to support two fatherless children, 
and a beautiful incident of praying 
and faith Miss Mollie experienced as 
a widowed mother of two. 

Iasked Miss Jewell why her mom 
never remarried, as she was quite 
young when widowed, and she said 
her father, on his dying bed, looked 
at Miss Mollie and said, ‘‘Please 
don’t marry and bring a man in on 
my children.’’ She said through the 
years Miss Mollie went out with 
some good men, ‘‘but she never 
married because of Daddy’s 
request.’’ 

Miss Mollie worked with the 
Alabama Relief Administration in 
1935, as a supervisor teaching ladies 
how to sew, and she also ran a 
canning factory in New Hope. 

Miss Jewell has in her possession 
two postcards with return addresses 
of U.S. Dept. of Labor, U.S. Employ- 
ment Service, to Miss Mollie, and 


on one, it states that her wages were. 


12% cents an hour, and on the 
second, they had increased to 30 
cents. They were both dated in the 
year 1935. How about that? 

Something sad to me - although 
Pll admit I’m one that thinks ladies 
should not have to perform down- 
right hard labor - and Miss Mollie 
was definitely a lady - she had to hire 
out and work in the fields! It was a 
case of doing it or starving! Now I’m 
hot saying there is anything wrong 
with good, hard labor, but some of us 
have had it easy compared to others - 
and it doesn’t seem fair! And she 
only got 50 - 75 cents a day! Miss 
Jewell recalled, ‘‘She’d leave home 
before daylight and would be after 
dark coming in! She worked for Will 
Wilson and his sons James and Rafe 
in New Hope, and Louie Dismuke - 
picking cotton, hoeing peanuts and 
shaking peanuts.’’ 

Miss Jewell recalled another job 
she and Lee Gene and Miss Mollie 
did; ‘‘We used to ‘bottom’ chairs for 
Burson Whittington.’’ (Of course I 
did not know what ‘‘bottoming’’ 
chairs meant, even though I did have 
somewhat of an idea.) Miss Jewel 
continued, ‘‘We would weave cane 
bottoms in the chairs. Mr. Whitting- 
ton would bring them to our house 
and we would bottom them for 10 
cents a chair.’’ When asked how 
many they could do in a day, she 
replied, ‘‘About 10,’’ thereby 
earning a dollar a day! 

But, on that $1.00 a day, Miss 
Jewell said, ‘‘We could take a 
quarter of it to the store and buy 10 
pounds of sugar; another quarter 
would buy a gallon of cooking oil, 
and 50 cents would buy a 25-lb. bag 
of Ballard’s flour. (Any of you out 
there remember eating biscuits 
made from Ballard’s flour??) Eggs 
were 12 cents a dozen - a penny 
apiece- and a loaf of bread was 
5 cents.’’ 

Ahhh, the good old days when a 
dollar was a dollar and everybody 
(well, almost everybody) was honest 
and adhered to the Golden Rule, and 
there were no wars or rumors of wars 
over a commodity called ‘black 
gold”’ in a place I can’t even find on 
the globe! And, airplanes were not 
crashing every day (it seems)! 

Miss Jewell also remembered 
Miss Mollie telling her when tokens 
were used for paying tax on goods in 
lieu of money, in 1923. She said a 
penny would buy 10 tokens and it 
was one token per $1.00 worth of 
goods. 


As Miss Jewell said, ‘Used to, 
you didn’t have much money, but 
you could get by, and people didn’t 
want as much, and seems like we 
were happy! Mama always cooked 
our breakfast before she left for the 
fields and she always left plenty for 
dinner for my brother and me.”’ 

Now the story of the faith of a 
Christian lady whose prayer was 
answered. Cold chills ran across me 
as Miss Jewell was telling me this. 
Some would call it coincidence, but I 
believe it was answered prayer! 

Miss Jewell said, ‘‘Mama was 
always a praying woman, and that 
night she prayed to God because 
there was only enough flour in the 
house for breakfast the next morning 
- Mama always cooked biscuits at 
breakfast - and she had no job the 
next day, no one had asked her to 
come work, ‘cause it was July. The 
next morning, Malvin McWaters 
knocked on the door and told her 
there were weeds in his peanut field 
and could she come and work and he 
would give her 75 cents a day!’’ 

Miss Jewell followed up this 
Story with the comment, ‘'God does 
answer prayer - and He really has 
taken care of my mama and my 
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brother and me!”’ 

This story reminds me of the 
widow of Zarephath in the Bible (I 
Kings 17:8-16) who had but a 
handful of meal in a barrel and a 
little oil in a cruse in her home, and 
Elijah said to her, ‘. 
meal shall not waste, neither shall 
the cruse of oil fail, until the day that 
the Lord sendeth rain upon the 
earth. . . And the barrel of meal 
wasted not, neither did the cruse of 
oil fail, according to the word of the 
Lord, which he spake by Elijah.’’ 

Some favorites of Miss Mollie 
are: ‘‘yellow roses - she grew them 
in the yard - she loved flowers; blue - 
she loved blue clothes; spring - 
because she could get out and work 
in the garden and yard; Christmas - 
because she cooked and planned for 
all of us and Santa Claus and 
everything; food - she lovés peas, 
butterbeans, collards and just any 
kind of vegetable, but she’s never 
eaten things like chitterlings, brains 
and scrambled eggs, pigs’ feet, etc., 
things one thinks about older people 
eating; sewing - she would take the 
‘Sears Roebuck catalog and look at a 
dress and cut a pattern from 
newspapers and make the outfit. She 
used to sew for us and all the 
neighbors’ children. She’s worked 
all her life and stayed busy; she 
loved to cook and keep the house 
clean. The house was the main thing 
- she had to have her house clean! 
She mopped every week; every 
house we moved to, Mama would 
heat water in a wash pot and they 
called it ‘‘scalding and scouring”’ the 
house - and she always did that. She 
loved cleanliness; she loved quilting 
and piecing quilts. And when she got 
older and we got electricity and 
television, she loved the soap opera, 
“As the World Turns.’’ Now 
everybody around the house knew 
that when it came on, we shut up 
while it was on,’’ she said laughing. 

If Miss Mollie had one wish her 
daughter felt ‘‘she would wish that 
she would go to Heaven.”’ 

Would she want to relive her life 
and do anything differently? Miss 
Jewell replied, ‘‘No, I don’t think 
she would. She’s always just taken 
everything as it came to her and 
acted like she was happy. She’s 
never grumbled or complained.”’ 

Her advice to the younger 


generation: ‘‘Live for God and He’ll 
meet the need.’’ 
Miss Jewell shared something 
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funny: ‘‘Since Mama has gone to the 
nursing home, she chews about two 
packages of gum a week - Spearmint 


is her favorite. She used to dip snuff 
- she told me she had been dipping, 


solong she couldn’t remember when 
she started she was so young; and 
one day about three years ago a boy 
who was an Assembly of God 
mgmber who had come to my house 
to deliver some furniture prayed for 
her, and I want you to know, she 
quit!”’ 

In conclusion, she told us, 
“Mama and I were like sisters - we 
even had dresses alike. We’ve 
always enjoyed each other - we’re 
very close.”’ 

And one can detect that closeness: 
as I mentioned earlier. 

I really enjoyed writing this 
article, as Miss Jewell was a fountain 
of interesting information and Miss 
Mollie was a very interesting and 
good lady about whom to write! 

Visit the nursing home whenever 
you can and remember to lift up the 
residents there in your prayers. 

One final word on the energy 
problem at our house -- the utility 
bill arrived the other day -- could 
have been better, could have been 
worse. But we have definitely been 
cooler!

“‘Luverne’s offensive line is 
much bigger than our defensive line 
and they really come off the ball 
well, 

“Over on defense they are 
similar to last year in that they aren't 
very traditional; however, they are 
very effective and hard to block. 
They still have three guys trying to 
knock the feet out from the offensive 
linemen and they have three line- 
backers who are quick and love to 
hit, Luverne is a very good football 
team and we'll have to be ready or 
they could whip us like they did last

“If we hope to win,’ stated 
Wood, ‘‘we’ll have to play real well 
in all areas and not like we usually 
play against Luverne! We'll have to 
be fundamentally sound in all 
aspects, blocking and tackling 
especially, and get fired up to play 
them like they always get fired up to 
play us.

SCHOOL TIME BRINGS CHANGES 
Now that school has started back, 
it is time for a change in daily 


schedules: there is homework to 
consider. 
We have said before how 


important a routine is for children. 
Up front, let me say I realize that a 
schedule can be extremely difficult 
to establish. Parents must decide 
how important school is in the life of 
their child. 

Is it important enough to insist 
that your child complete homework 
assignments before outside activities 
or immediately after the evening 
meal or before any television 
programs are watched? The family 
situation will determine the exact 
schedule for homework. The point is 
that the parents’ views and feelings 
toward the importance of homework 
will have a great deal to do with the 
child’s overall attitude toward 
school. 

Give some thought as to whether 


or not the child deserves a reprimand 
if you as the parent have not 
established ground rules and the 
child announces at bedtime that 
he/she still has homework to 
complete. Again, the child will 
follow your lead in establishing 
priorities. If homework is not a 
priority with you, it certainly will not 
be a priority with your child, Think 
about this the next time incomplete 
homework assignments are 
announced at bedtime. : 

Also, do you check to see if 
homework has been completed or do 
you assume it has been completed? 
Parents are not expected to assume 
responsibility for the homework, but 
they must assume responsibility for 
instilling in the child a responsibility 
for homework. This comes through 
the regular scheduling on a daily 
basis which says to the child that 
‘thomework is important in this 
house.”’

Department Of Public Health Cautions 


People About Eating Oysters 


The Alabama Department of 
Public Health cautions persons with 
certain chronic health problems not 
to eat raw oysters because of the risk 
of acquiring a bacterium that can 
sometimes cause a fatal illness. 

Persons who are known to have 
liver problems, who require frequent 
blood transfusions, or who have 
other problems with iron and metab- 
olism are advised not to eat raw 


oysters. 
According to Dr. Charles 
Woernle, state epidemiologist, 


‘Vibrio species are thought to be 
part of the normal marine flora, and 
as such may commonly be present in 
raw oysters. Because the case fatal- 
ity ratio of this disease is nearly 50 
percent, we advise persons with 
predisposing conditions not to eat 
raw oysters.”’ 

Three cases of Vibrio vulnificus 
sepsis, two of them fatal, were 
diagnosed recently along the Ala- 
bama gulf coast. These patients had 
underlying medical conditions that 
predisposed them to develop Y. 
vulnificus sepsis after eating raw 
oysters. 

Despite the nroblems with raw 


oysters, thorough cooking of the 
oysters will kill the V. vulnificus 
organism. The bacterium can also be 
acquired through wounds 
either have been contaminated in sea 
water or incurred through handling 
crabs. However, the risk of sepsis 
and death is greater for illness that 
develops after eating raw seafood 
which habors the organisms.

State, county and city officials 
from across Alabama were in attend- 
ance at a meeting on Friday, Sept. 
11, to discuss future improvements 
to Highway 84 and heard State 
Highway Director Royce King state 
that while plans to improve the 
cross-state highway were high on the 
department’s priority list he didn’t 
foresee funds available that would 
make it possible to four-lane the 
highway across the state. 

King told the large gathering in 
attendance at an Andalusia luncheon 
that he and other state officials were 
vitally interested in the improvement 
of Highway 84 and supported the 
work of the committee formed to 
organize improvement plans, but 
told those present that the necessary 
funding to four-lane the highway was 
nowhere in sight. 

Assistant Highway Director Tom 
Espy told the committee and those in 
the audience that the state had 
already placed an emphasis on 
improving Highway 84 and pointed 
out recent improvements to bridges 
in Clarke County, a statewide widen- 
ing project, the four-laning of a 
stretch of 84 in Ashford, construction 
between Wicksburg and Daleville 
and the widening of the bypass in 
Enterprise. 

“T urge all city and county 
Officials to attend public hearings 
when proposed highway improve- 
ments are to be discussed,’’ stated 


Espy, ‘‘and | also urge those people 
to support the plans of the state. To 
develop a ‘Developmental Highway 
System’ in Alabama three things 
need to be done; : 

1. The state finalizing plans for 
those areas needing work, 

2. The establishment of a system 
that will place every citizen within 20 
miles of a four-lane highway, and 

3, Committees forming that will 
work to discover special needs in 
areas not covered by the state.”’ 

“The local support and attend- 
ance at public hearing is imperative 
when discussions are taking place on 
highway improvement,’’ stated Sen. 
Crum Foshee. ‘If you don’t attend 
the meetings you may not get what 
you want. I am like you in that I 
would like to see Highway 84 
improved across the state, but you 
can’t just wish it done. It will take 
work and this committee is a step in 
the right direction.’’

Parents & teachers voice concern 


about overcrowding in classrooms 


The Elba City School Board of 
Education met Thursday, Sept. 10, 
and faced a conference room packed 
with parents and teachers concerned 
about reported overcrowding in 
classrooms at the Elba Elementary 
School in both kindergarten and the 
first grade. 

Mrs. Carol Laney was spokes- 
person for the large gathering and 
told members of the school board 
that she and the other people present 
were concerned about the over- 
crowded classrooms in kindergarten 
and first grades at the Elba 
Elementary School and were seeking 
answers to the problem. 

‘‘T am afraid the overcrowding in 
the classrooms could prevent the 
students from receiving the 
individual attention they need in the 
early grades,’’ Mrs. Laney stated, 
‘and also prevent teachers from 
being able to provide the extra time 
needed by students who may need 
individual assistance. 

“Yast year the first grade had 
large classes, and after holding back 
16 students and combining them 
with the large class coming up from 
kindergarten this year, the classes 
are even bigger than ever. Is there 
any way the school system can 


employ an additional*teacher for’ « 


both the first grade and kinder- 
garten?’’ 

Elba Supt. of Education Billy 
Crews informed the board members 
that a total of 105 students were 
enrolled in the first grade in four 
classes, and in kindergarten there 
were 100 students in four classes. 

“The Elba City School System is 
presently eight teachers above the 
minimal number alloted by the 
state,’’ reported Crews, ‘‘and while 
we are all concerned about the large 
classes it would be financially 
unsound to add extra teachers at this 
time. 

‘‘T have held several conferences 
with elementary principal Sara 
Sharpless, and we have discussed a 
number of possibilities to help with 


the situation, including adding 
personnel and transferring per- 
sonnel from other areas. We have 
worked many hours trying to find a 
solution to the problem - and I agree 
we have a problem - but we need to 
wait until the budget is released in 
October before we begin adding 
personnel.’’ 

Teachers at the meeting ex- 
pressed concern about their ability to 
give students in kindergarten and 
first grades the quality of education 
expected and echoed the feelings of 
the parents that there were too many 
students in the classes to allow 
teachers the extra time to devote to 
the student who falls behind. 

The teachers remarked that the 
high number of _ first-graders 
retained was a result of the over- 
crowding, but also stated that if not 
for such a large number of students, 
even more students could have been 
retained for another year. 

Supt. Crews told school board 
members that he could not make a 
recommendation at the present time 
to alleviate the problem, but 
promised the board and _ those 
present that a solution could be 
worked out and would be worked out 
as soon as possible. 

\* Before the large delegation left 
the meeting, it also expressed dis- 
pleasure with the numerous fund- 


raising activities going on at the 
school. It was stated that various 
organizations at the school were 
constantly raising money through 
sales of items, and that at the 
present time elementary school 
students were selling candy for the 
PTO. 

One parent stated that the 
students were pressured into selling 
the candy and were told by a teacher 
that the student ‘‘would sell’’ the 
candy whether he wanted to or not 
and that the students were being 
exploited by salesmen who got them 
excited about the sales by promising 
gifts with large orders. 

The delegation was almost 
unanimous in stating that the 
constant fund-raising at the schools 
placed a hardship on the parents and 
the community and placed undue 
pressure on the students, who feel 
they must sell the items. 

Supt. Crews told the group that 
the board could take any action it 
wished about the fund-raising 
activities, but board members 
seemed reluctant to speak out on the 
matter and made no comments 
concerning the practice. 

In other action at the monthly 
meeting, the board: 

***went into executive session to 
discuss possible expulsion of a 
student, but tabled any action until 


the student and his parents could 
meet with the board; 

***approved the minutes of the past 
meeting and two special meetings as 
read; 

***approved the financial statement 
as presented; 

***was told that the State Supt. of 
Education had announced the end of 
proration and that the schools would 
receive almost $37,000 in back pay; 
***approved a field trip for FHA 
members to attend the South 
Alabama State Fair in Montgomery; 
***was reminded of the fall meeting 
of the District 3 School Board 
on Oct. 1 in Ozark; 

***anproved a resolution recogniz- 
ing the week of Sept. 20-26 as 
Alabama School Bus Safety Week; 
***approved a request to permit the 
band to participate in the LaFayette 
Marching Classic, set for Oct. 31 - 
Nov. 1 in Atlanta, Ga.; 

***approved the construction of a 
concrete walk from the music build- 
ing ot the gym; 

***employed Waylon Nelson on a 
part-time basis as a refrigeration and 
air conditioning repairman; 
***tabled a planned discussion on 
the results of the 1987 Stanford 
Achievement Test; and 

***was informed that the sales tax 
check for the month of August 
totaled $24,360.27.

serving Elba area 


Elba area residents who have 
expressed concern about the stability 
and quality of ambulance service for 
those patients requiring transfers to 
out-of-town medical facilities can 
‘rest easy’? according to Elba 
General Hospital Administrator Paul 
Grummer, who announced this week 
that the hospital is now being served 
by a Dothan ambulance service and 
the Southeast Alabama Medical 
Center’s ‘Mobile Intensive Care 
Unit.”’ 

Grummer stated that Pilcher 
Ambulance Service, housed in 
Dothan, had been contracted to 
handle routine medical transfers 
from the Elba facility, and reported 
that all Pilcher attendants were 
registered Emergency Medical 
Technicians and that licensed 
paramedics were also on staff and 
used when needed, 

‘Pilcher will serve the Elba area 
well,’’ stated Grummer, ‘‘and will be 
able to handle all the needs of the 
hospital and community. The 
ambulance service is considered to 
be one of the finest in the state and 
we feel fortunate that it will now be 
available for our patients when 
needed,”’ 

The Mobile Intensive Care Unit, 
centered at the Southeast Alabama 
Medical Center in Dothan, has 
added a new. dimension to 
emergency services to the critically 
ill and injured of the tri-states area. 

The specially equipped unit is not 
in the general ambulance business 
and does not handle transfers and 
doesn’t compete with the local 
iescue squads; instead it is designed 
10 provide assistance to the existing 
services and provide interhospital 
transport of a critical care patient in 
a controlled medical environment 
with a highly skilled medical team 
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equipped with the most modern 
lifesaving equipment. 

The unit is equipped with the 
basic and high tech equipment 
necessary to transport the critically 
fll patient in a stabilized condition, 
and when the patient is inside the 
mobile unit the medical team has all 
the same equipment available at the 
most modern intensive care unit at a 
hospital. 

Major equipment on _ board 
includes cardiac monitors and 
defibrillators; | oxygen, — suction, 
intubation equipment, ventilators 
and ventilation supplies; IV pumps, 
cardiac balloon pumps; OB and 
pediatric care equipment; special 
equipment for the trauma patient 
and all necessary medication. 

The staff on the unit always 

includes a registered nurse, a 
pulmonologist and a_ registered 
emergency medical technician and 
will also include a physician when 
deemed necessary. 
, ‘The intensive care unit from 
Southeast Alabama Medical Center 
gives everyone in the tri-states area 
@ greater chance at survival in case 
of critical care situations,’ added 
Grummer, ‘‘and we in the Elba area 
are indeed fortunate to have this unit 
available seven days a week, 24 
hours a day. 

‘With the ambulance services 
provided in this area through the 
Elba Rescue Squad,  Pilcher’s 
Ambulance Service and Southeast 
Alabama Medical Center, we are 
guaranteed top quality medical 
service when it is needed,’’ stated 
Grummer. ‘‘l hope all the residents 
in this area are now comfortable with 
the services they have available. We 
at Elba General Hospital will always 
be here to help serve the needs of the 
public,”’ 
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being told no word had been 
received from the governor’s office 
ona request for state funding for the 
project, requested Commissioner 
Bradley to follow through with his 
earlier pledge to make a motion to 
pave the road. 

A committee spokesman told the 
commission that the road was 
impassable in rainy weather. and that 
residents on the road needed mail to 
receive medicine and that school 
children on the road had to walk to 
the end of the road because school 
buses would not attempt to travel the 
road when wet. 

Bradley made the motion to pave 
the 2'%4-mile stretch of roadway and 
the motion received a quick second 
from Commissioner Damascus 
Crittenden; however, when the vote 
was taken on the motion it died by a 
vote of 4-2 with Commissioners 
Jimmy Bryan, Sid Averett, Robert 
Stevens and Billy Eagerton all voting 
against the motion, 

Commissioner Bryan stated, 
“There are other dirt roads in the 
county in just as bad a shape as this 
road and I can’t see borrowing the 
money to pave this road without 
paving all the other roads in the 
same shape.” 

Commissioner Bill Faulk echoed 
Bryan's sentiments and stated, ‘I 
haven’t lost hope that the state will 
come through and help us pave the 
road, and I assure all the members of 
this commission are concerned and 
intend to pursue the matter to get 
the road paved; however, there are 
other roads in the same shape and to 
pave this one and not the others just 
isn’t being fair.’’ 

In other action at 
meeting, the commission:
